The Menace Of Fire 


DESTRUCTIVE FIRES ARE AN ever-present menace to life and 
property. Each year scores of homes, places of business, hotels and other 


structures are destroyed ‘by fire, and many lives are lost. 


Figures compiled 


by the Dominion Fire Commissioner on the loss of life and property caused 
by fire;-show that in 1947 property loss amounted to $57,050,461, or $4.53 


per capita. 


Deaths due to fire in the same year numbered 390. 


In addition 


to the damage to life and property by fire each year in Canada, there is 
serious waste of one of our most valuable natural resources, the forests. 
It is estimated by the Canadian Forestry Association that nearly one mil- 
lion acres of our forest lands have been burned over this year, and such 


losses are an almost annual occurrence.

The great forest fires which break out almost every 
year not only destroy valuable trees, but in many 
cases also destroy the topsoil which is equally val- 
uable and in addition, is irrepla¢eable.

volves one of our richest natural resources. .Great areas of Canadian for- 
ests are in remote regions and are inaccessible because of lack of roads
